In the laſt Account, at p. 42, it was ſtated 
that the impreſſion of Geneſis had at that 
time reached through half the Book; and that 
the whole of it would be printed and pub- 
liſhed as ſoon as it could be done.

It was intimated in the laſt Account, at

Books of the Twelve Minor Prophets : and it 
was added, that the collation. of theſe MSS, 
would be proceeded upon without delay. This 
was accordingly done ; and the collation has 
been carried through them during the - paſt 
year. In this Library, then, and in the two 
other Libraries at Florence, the collation has 
been com pleted. 


To | Canon Bandini this undertaking has 
ever been, and continues to be, greatly in- 
debted. In the midſt of official labour and 
attendance, he has given to it ſo much of his 
time, as to have collated, in a period of about 
eight years, the whole, excepting a ſingle 
Book, of Twenty Eight MSS. Three or four 
of them are among the largeſt any where to
